"by the.principle that she can only 
import goods for which she: can 
pay -through her exports, The 
quotas, import duties and restric- 
tions which have been introduced 
to prevent Germany's unpaid debts 
abroad from accumulating, are too 
Often taken to. be aggressive 
measures. In reality they are only 
@ means of self-defence which has 
nevertheless proved necessary to 
ensure sufficient supplies of raw 
Materials” to keep the Inland 
revival going. , 

The original intention to restrict 
imports to the very utmost neces- 
Sitles had to be modified in prac- 
tice, because a number of foreign 
countries, large manufacturers of 
finished articles and luxuries, 
naturally insisted on a ‘certain 
Proportion, of such goods being 
inciuded in their quotas. However, 
in the main Germany has given 
preference to the raw muteale 


| Over finished articles. 


Generally speaking, a great mae 
provement ‘was noticeable’ in 
international relations last year. 
The customs and tariff! war gave 
Way to an attempt to come to 
necessary, exchange . agreements. 
Import prohibitions were Teplaced 
by a system of reciprocal quotas 
in a number of cases’ and the 
Anglo-German payments agree- 
ments at the end of 1934 was 
considered a satisfactory step in 
the right direction.

Germany now has trade agree- |’

Africa. The South American 
States have been the one great 
exceptions to the unfavourable 
tendency of clearing agreements 
generaily.
